EAR DOROTHY DIX—My husband's work keeps him away from home 
most of the time, He is in’ other cities two and three months at a 
time, and gets home only a few days during the year. He wants me 
to go with him wherever his work is, but I have refused to do so, because 
he has gotten into several fiirtations 
with other women. He sends me money to live 
on, and says that I am not fair in refusing to 
live with him or write to him. I don’t want 
to leave my friends, and they advise me to get 
a divorce from him. Don't you think I am 
right? MILDRED.

Answer: 

No, I think you are absolutely and 
entirely wrong, and that if you will 
not live with your husband, and be a 
wife to him, that you are dishonost in 
taking his money. Moreover, if you 
divorce him, you are not entitled to a 
cent of alimony because you haven't 
earned it. 

Part-time wives, such as you are; 
wives who will not go where their 
husbands’ work calls them, because 
they would have to leave their friends 
and their little social circle, or have 
to put up with the discomfort of liv- 
ing in hotas or boarding houses in- 
stead of their own homes; and wives 
who go off seeking cool places in summer, or warm places in 
winter, or on jaunts to Europe, leaving their husbands for months 
at a time, are responsible for a lot of the unfaithful husbands of 
whom we hear so much, 


Do these women think that marriage works a miracle in @ man that 
turns him into a plaster saint? Do they think that because a man has a 
wife somewhere in the offing it takes away from him all desire for pleasure 
and amusement and companionship? Do they think that marriage turna 
& man into an automaton that knows nothing, feels nothing, and that goos 
on mechanically grinding out money for thein to spend? 

tf they do, they are fit candidates for a lunatic asylum, yet wa see 
hundreds of wives all about us, who go upon that principle. They hie 
gayly forth to summer resorts and winter resorts and dear Paree, appar- 
ently under the impression that husband will spend all his days grubbing 
in his offles, and all of his evening writing her how lonely it is at home 
without her, and inclosing a check in the letter, 

And when such a woman comes home, and finds that hubby has en- 
tertained himself well and gayly while she was gone, and that he has 
found a convenient and pleasant lady near at home, why she beats upon 
her breast and calle upon the world to witness how badly she has been 
treated by a faithless husband. 

But, in reality, she was the one who was first unfaithful to her obliga- 
tions, and if she had stayed at her post and done her duty, the catastrophe 
would never have oocurred. 


Every we®man, and especially every married woman, knows 
that a man has to have some feminine companionship. He has 
to have some woman to talk to, to confide in; some woman to 
show him tenderness and jolly him along; some woman to play 
around with. And he has to have some place to go of evenings 
where he will be amused and entertained. 

And when his wife deprives him of her society, and shuts up 
the house and goes away, he is not to be blamed if he finds a 
substitute. 


So far as your 4ndividual case is concerned, Mildred, you haven't a 
right to a single kick because your husband engages in flirtations with 
other women while you are staying at home with your friends.

EAR MISS DIX—Is there a law in this country prohibiting the mar- 
D riage of a man to the slater of his deceased wife? 

Do you think it wise for a man whose wife died, and left him 
with a small child. to marry his wife's sister, provided he loves her and 
she loves him, and, further, that she and the child are very fond of each 
other? LONESOME WIDOWER. 


Answer: 

There is no law in this country against a man's marrying his 
deceased wife's sister, and I am under the impression that even 
in England the ban has been lifted against it. 

So far from there being an objection to a man marrying his 
dead wife's sister, or a widow marrying her brother-in-law, there 
is every reason why such marriages should be encouraged, and 
why {t should bring greater happiness to the individuals con- 
cerned than if they married strangers. 


The thing that imperils the marriage of every widow and widower 
who have children is the stepmother or stepfather complication. For it 
seoms to require more nobility of soul than the average woman and man 
possess not to be jealous and revengeful toward the children that belong 
to their husbands’ and wives’ previous marriages, and to whom thelr hus- 
bands and wives give a father's and a mother’s love. 

This is especially true of a woman who always wants to monopolize 
the man she loves, and who wants her husband to give all of his paternal 
affection and money to her children, and who feel defrauded of anything 
he does for his first wife's children, 


But this feeling is minimized when the widower marries his 
wife's sister, who already has much of a mother’s love for her 
sister's children, and who does not feel that they are the inter- 
lopers that another woman's children would seem to be. There- 
fore, she takes the little ones into her heart as her own, and ts 
kind and just to them, and they hardly know that thetr mother- 
auntds not their own mother. 

No man is ever put In a crueller position than when he stands

Life’s Darkest Moment 


HEAD CRUSHED 
IN PLUNCE TO

Chas. Steven Commits Sui- 
cide After Notice of His 


Discharge 


DESPONDENT FOR 
LONG TIME, REPORT 


Coroner Decides an Inquest 
Over Body Will Be Un- 


necessary 


Despondent when informed 
that he had been discharged 
from the University hospital, and 
apparently fearful of being sent 
to Ponoka as arrangements had 
been made for him to be taken 
care of by the Welfare Board, 
Charles Steven, 31-year-old ex- 
service man, climbed to the roof 
of the hospital at 4:15 Wednes- 
day afternoon and hurled him- 
self. to the ground five stories 
below. He was dead when pick- 
ed up, having struck the cement 
sidewalk with sickening force. 


His head was badly crushed. 

Frank Drayton, of the Welfare 
Board, who was at the hospital mak- 
ing arrangements to care for Steven, 
was the first to see the body hurtling 
to the ground, and was on the spot 
almost as soon as Steven struck. The 
injured man died instantly, and 
Coroner EK. A. Braithwaite, after 
hearing particulars and viewing the 
hody, has decided that no inquest 
is necessary. 

‘ In Depressed Mood 

Steven had left the office of tha 
hospital after being informed of his 
discharge and apparealy started for 
the ward to pack his belongings. He 
was depressed and morose and when 
out of sight of members of. the staff 
immediately made for the roof and 
before startled attendants had eny 
“inkling of his intention had made 
his death-dive, ;

Deceased came to Edmonton four 
years ago after six years of wa‘ ser- 
vice as a driver in the Royal Ar- 
tiery in Egypt, where he suffereJ 
sun-stroke.
